It  was  during  Offenbach’s  management  of 
the  Gaiete  in  Paris  that  he  first  spoke  to  Jules 
Barbier  of  using  “The  Tales  of  Hoffmann”  as 
the  libretto  for  an  opera.  Barbier  and  Michel 
Carre,  taking  advantage  of  the  popularity  in 
France  of  the  stories  of  E.  T.  A.  Hoffmann  — 
the  “Edgar  Allen  Poe”  of  Germany  — had 
written  a play  which  they  called  “The  Tales 
of  Hoffmann,”  and  had  i)roduced  it  at  the 
Odeon  in  1851.  They  had  conceived  the  idea 
of  making  Hoffmann  himself  the  central  fig- 
ure of  a drama,  and  w'eaving  about  him  as 
hero  incidents  selected  from  his  various  stories. 
To  make  their  work  effective,  they  decided  to 
show  Hoffmann  first  among  those  boon  com- 
panions to  whom  he  used  to  tell  his  fantastic 
stories,  and  from  whom  he  undoubtedly  de- 
rived inspiration  for  many  of  them.  The  wine 
cellar  in  Berlin,  kept  by  Wegener  and  Luther, 
where  the  real  Hoffmann  and  his  friends  loved 
to  assemble,  furnished  a fitting  setting  for  this 
introductory  scene.  The  dramatists  called  it 
the  Tavern  of  Master  Luther,  and  in  appre- 
ciation of  the  real  Hoffmann’s  keen  admiration 
for  Mozart’s  music,  caused  the  Tavern  to  ad- 
join an  opera  house,  wherein  “Don  Giovanni” 
was  being  sung,  with  Stella  as  prima  donna. 

This  served  as  introduction.  For  the  body 
of  the  play  itself  they  utilized  incidents  from 
the  different  short  stories  of  Hoffmann,  and, 
instead  of  letting  him  relate  them  to  his  com- 
rades, as  he  starts  to  do  at  the  close  of  the 
prologue,  they  had  these  incidents  enacted  in 
the  succeeding  three  scenes,  with  Hoffmann  as 
the  central  figure.  When  these  three  acts  are 
ended,  Hoffmann  and  his  friends  are  shown 
once  more  in  Luther’s  Tavern.  He  supposedly 
has  told  his  tales  to  his  comrades,  but  the  on- 
looker, instead  of  hearing  them,  has  seen  them. 

The  play  enjoyed  moderate  success,  but 
later  vanished  from  the  rejrertory  of  the 
Odeon,  and  it  was  more  than  a score  of  years 
later  that  Offenbach  projrosed  to  Barbier  the 
fashioning  of  the  material  into  a libretto. 
Barbier  was  enthusiastic,  and  Offenbach  lav- 
ished more  of  care  and  genuine  affection  upon 
his  comjrosing  of  the  score  than  he  had  ui)on 
any  of  his  other  works.  Never  a day  passed 
without  his  devoting  some  time  to  im])roving 
or  looking  over  the  manuscript,  and  the  last 
sheets  of  music  he  held  in  his  hands  before 
his  death  were  those  containing  the  music  of 
“The  Tales  of  Hoffmann.”

Giacomo  Puccini,  the  composer  of  “La  Boheme,” 
“Tosca,”  “Madama  Butterfly,”  and  “The  Girl  of 
the  Golden  West,”  was  born  at  Lucca  on  .June  22, 
1858. 

He  comes  of  a family  the  members  of  which  have 
been  for  more  than  a century  and  a half  prominent 
in  the  world  of  music,  although  none  of  them  achieved 
the  greatness  which  has  fallen  to  the  present  bearer 
of  the  name. 

Groves’  Dictionary  of  Music  and  Musicians  gives 
the  following  biographical  data:  Puccini’s  great- 
great-grandfather,  born  in  1712,  was  maestro  di 
cappella  of  the  Republic  of  Lucca,  and  was  widely 
known  as  a composer  of  church  music.  His  son, 
Antonio,  who  was  born  in  1747,  was  also  celebrated 
as  a writer  on  the  theory  of  music.  Domenico 
Puccini,  grandfather  of  the  present  composer,  was 
born  in  1771,  and  attained  distinction  as  a church 
composer,  but  was  still  more  famous  for  Iris  operas. 
Michele,  his  son,  born  in  1813,  attained  great  fame 
as  a composer  of  sacred  music,  and  when  he  died, 
in  1864,  Puccini  composed  a special  Requiem. 

Giacomo  Puccini  showed  signs  of  great  musical 
talent  at  an  early  age.  With  a pension  from  the 
Queen  of  Italy,  he  was  enabled  to  enter  the  Milan 
Conservatoire,  and,  while  a student  there,  he  com- 
posed his  first  orchestral  work,  “Sinfonia-Capriccio,” 
which  was  performed  with  much  success.  His  chief 
instructor  was  Amilare  Ponchielli,  at  whose  sug- 
gestion he  undertook  the  composition  of  “Le  Villi,” 
a one-act  opera,  the  libretto  of  which  was  by  Fon- 
tana. “Le  Villi”  was  produced  at  the  Teatro  dal 
Verme,  Milan,  May  31,  1884,  so  successfully  that 
it  was  revived  at  the  Scala,  January  24,  1885,  after 
having  been  revised  and  expanded  into  two  acts. 

After  “Le  Villi”  Puccini  was  .silent  until  1889, when 
his  “Edgar”  was  produced  at  Jja  Scala,  April  21, 
but^met  with  no  success. 

With  “La  Boheme”  (produced  at  the  Teatro 
Reggio,  Turin,  February  1,  1896)  Puccini  surpassed 
all  his  previous  triumphs,  and  placed  himself  at  the 
head  of  the  younger  Italian  composers. 

“Madama  Butterfly”  (La  Scala,  Milan,  1904), 
founded  upon  a magazine  story  by  John  Luther 
Long,  dramatized  by  the  author  and  David  Belasco, 
and  turned  into  an  opera  by  Illica  and  Giacosa,  is 
considered  the  strongest  work  of  Puccini’s.  The 
Iiistory  of  “Madama  Butterfly”  is  a curious  one. 
At  its  i)roduction  it  was  hooted  and  hissed  from  the 
stage,  and  was  withdrawn  after  one  performance. 
No  valid  reason  for  this  extraordinary  phenomenon 
has  been  brought  forward.  On  that  occasion  the 
second  and  third  acts  were  jdayed  in  one;  but  the 
displeasure  of  the  audience  began  with  the  rise  of 
the  curtain.  The  temper  of  Italian  audiences  is 
notoriously  difficult  to  gauge,  and  it  is  possible  that 
the  unfamiliar  Japanese  surroundings  may  have 
aroused  the  hostility  of  the  conservative  Milanese 
jiublic.  At  any  rate,  when  the  work  was  [)erformcd 
in  a revised  and  shorttmed  form  at  Brescia  a few 
months  afterwards  it  was  received  with  tumultuous 
api)lause,  and  the  brilliant  success  of  its  performance 
at  Covent  Garden  in  1905  completely  effaced  the 
memories  of  its  unlucky  start . 

“The  Girl  of  th('  Golden  West,”  the  most  i)ret('n- 
tious  of  Puccini’s  works,  as  many  critics  would  have 
it,  received  its  i)remiere  in  New  York.  Oi)inions 
vary  as  to  the  real  value  of  this  work,  but  it  was 
received  in  America  with  great  acclaim,  and,  despite 
the  fact  that  it  is  no  longcT  a novelty,  it  continues 
to  draw  crowded  houses.  Its  success  in  Euroiie  as 
yet  is  a matter  of  si)eculati{)n,  although  Italy  did  not 
hesitate  to  set  her  seal  of  approval  upon  this  last 
work  of  her  fav()rit(‘  composer.

The  music  of  Massenet,  the  composer  of 
“Thais,”  has  recently  been  described  by  Philip 
Hale  as  “])eculiarly  feminine, — melodically, 
sentimentally,  sensuously  feminine.  One  of 
his  French  biographers,  a rhapsodist,  charac- 
terized it  as  ha\'ing  a ‘ parf urn  yonique,’  a 
characterization  not  easily  translated  into 
our  matter-of-fact  English.  .\nd  when  Mas- 
senet would  be  dramatically  vigorous,  he  is 
usually  noisy,  and  his  instrumentation,  at  other 
times  delicate,  exquisite,  then  reminds  one  of 
Saint-Saens’s  dictum  that  women  composers 
writing  for  orchestra  are  more  violent  than 
men,  for  they  fear  lest  they  be  reproached  for 
a lack  of  virility.” 

Yet,  at  the  present  time  Massenet  is  the 
most  prevalently  popular  of  all  the  French 
composers,  and  his  works,  since  their  creator’s 
death  last  summer  in  F'rance,  are  being  re- 
vived extensi^■ely  throughout  the  operatic 
world. 

Of  IMassenet,  the  man  and  his  life,  Mr.  Hale, 
in  reviewing  the  French  musician’s  autobiog- 
raphy, writes:  “The  ‘Souvenirs’  reveals,  first 
of  all,  the  amiability  of  Massenet,  his  wish  to 
find  good  in  everything,  his  kindness  toward 
A'ounger  musicians,  his  courtesy,  and  also  a 
harmless  self-appreciation.  There  is  nothing 
about  his  birthplace,  a little  village  near  St. 
Etienne,  the  town  of  mines  and  factories  so 
picturesquely  described  by  Jules  Janin  some 
eighty  years  ago.  His  mother  was  the  best 
of  mothers.  ‘She  gave  me  my  moral  educa- 
tion,’ and  she  insisted  when  he  was  ten  years 
old  that  every  night  he  should  jot  down  the 
e\'ents  of  the  day,  and  not  be  ashamed  to  note 
an  unworthy  speech  or  action.  The  father 
had  been  an  army  officer  under  Napoleon,  and 
a friend  of  Marshal  Soult.  The  mother  taught 
Jules,  and  the  boy  passed  the  examination  at 
the  conservatory  in  1851.  His  mother  had 
been  his  only  teacher.” 

In  1863  he  won  the  Prix  de  Rome  and  went 
to  Italy  to  complete  his  studies.  His  first 
work  to  be  produced  at  the  0])era  Comiciue 
was  “La  Grande  Tante,”  but  his  first  pro- 
nounced success  was  his  “Don  Caesar  de 
Eazan,”  first  i)erformed  November  13,  1872. 
“Le  Roi  Lahore”  (1877)  and  “Herodiade” 
(1881)  found  still  greater  favor,  and  ])aved 
the  way  for  the  wide  popularity  of  his 
“Manon,”  presented  at  the  Opera  Comiciue 
in  1884.  The  following  year  “Le  Cid”  was 
offered  the  public;  “ Fsclarmonde”  was  writ- 
ten for  Miss  Sanderson  in  1889;  “Werther” 
made  its  appearance  three  years  later,  and 
“Thais”  had  its  initial  presentment  at  the 
Opera  in  1894.

J.  PH.  RAMEAU 

BY 

CLAUDE  DEBUSSY 


J.  Ph.  Rameau  was  fifty  years  old  when  he  began  to  write  for  the  theatre,  and  he  was  ignored  nearly  all  his  life.  Thanks  to  the 
efforts  of  French  erudition,  we  know  him  better  to-day  than  he  was  known  by  his  contemporaries  themselves.  At  least,  we  know  him 
better  from  the  anecdotal  standpoint.  From  the  musical,  he  still  remains,  for  the  great  majority  of  people,  the  author  of  the  “Rigaudon 
de  Dardanus,”  and  that  is  all! 

Physically,  he  was  tall  and  thin;  in  character,  he  was  at  once  difficult  and  enthusiastic.  He  detested  the  world  — the  world  of  a 
period  which  devoted  itself  to  the  refinement  of  fine  manners,  and  a period  when  not  to  be  a courtier  was  to  be  of  a singularity  in  no- 
wise appreciated. 

Musicians  and  singers  at  the  opera  feared  and  detested  him.  And  he  constantly  despised  them  because  of  the  passages  in  his  works 
which  they  compelled  him  to  suppress,  through  the  power  or  the  wilfulness  of  the  conventionality  of  executive  style.  His  love  for  music 
compelled  him  to  battle  against  all  the  trickery  and  artificiality  which  an  epoch  of  elegant  indifference  did  not  hesitate  to  inflict  upon 
his  genius. 

He  was  born  a philosopher;  and  yet  glory  was  not  a matter  of  indifference  to  him.  But  the  beauty  of  his  work  was  still  more  dear 
to  him.  Toward  the  end  of  his  life  someone  asked  him  “if  the  sound  of  applause  was  more  pleasant  to  his  eats  than  the  music  of  his 
operas.”  He  remained  silent  for  a few  moments,  and  then  replied,  “I  still  love  my  music  best  of  all.” 

The  necessity  for  knowing  why  — so  rare  among  artists  — was  innate  in  Rameau.  Was  it  not  to  satisfy  this  necessity  that  he 
wrote  a “Treatise  on  Harmony,”  wherein  he  aimed  to  restore  “the  rights  of  reason,”  and  would  make  obtain  in  music  the  same  order 
and  clarity  that  are  found  in  geometry?  We  read  in  the  preface  of  this  same  Treatise  that  “Music  is  a science  which  should  have  cer- 
tain rules.  These  rules  should  be  based  upon  principles  that  are  evident,  and  these  principles  cannot  be  discovered  and  utilized  save 
by  seeking  the  aid  of  mathematics.” 

In  short,  he  did  not  for  an  instant  question  the  truth  of  the  dogma  of  Pythagoras  — “All  music  should  be  reduced  to  a combina- 
tion of  numbers;  it  is  the  arithmetic  of  sound  just  as  optics  is  the  geometry  of  light.”  We  see  that  he  himself  not  only  fixed  these  terms, 
but  he  also  traced  the  path  along  which  all  modern  harmony  was  to  move,  and  the  path  which  he  himself  followed.  He  possibly  made 
a mistake,  however,  in  writing  out  his  theories  and  giving  them  to  the  public  before  composing  his  operas,  for  his  contemporaries  thus 
found  opportunity  to  conclude  that  all  emotion  was  wanting  in  his  music. 

His  career  had  scarcely  ended  when  another  mode  appeared,  at  first  triumphant  with  Lully,  and  later  dominated  by  Gluck,  who 
reigned  so  long  that  French  music  has  scarcely  recovered  from  it  even  to-day. 

During  an  inexplicably  lengthy  period  no  one  thought  of  Rameau.  His  charm  and  his  manner,  so  finely  rigorous,  were  replaced 
by  the  style  resultant  from  regarding  music  from  the  purely  dramatic  standpoint.  The  “found”  harmonies  which  caress  the  ear  took 
the  place  of  massive  harmonies,  thus  making  listening  easy,  and  enabling  people  finally  to  “understand.”  Strangely,  though,  music, 
thus  curiously  divided,  reunited  in  Richard  Wagner,  another  tyrannical  genius. 

The  immense  importance  of  Rameau  is  that  he  discovered  “sensibility  in  harmony,”  and  that  he  succeeded  in  noting  certain  colors, 
certain  nuances,  which  before  his  time  musicians  had  sensed  only  in  a confused  and  indistinct  way. 

As  in  nature,  so  art  is  subject  to  transformations,  describes  daring  curves,  but  always  finds  its  way  back  to  the  point  of  its  depart- 
ure, Rameau,  whether  one  will  or  not,  is  one  of  the  positive  bases  of  music,  and  we.  without  fear,  can  tread  the  path  he  traced.  This 
is  why  we  also  must  need  love  him  with  the  tender  respect  we  would  show  to  our  ancestors  — those  who  perchance  are  a bit  disagree- 
able, but  who  know  so  well  how  to  tell  us  the  truth.

Gustave  Charpentier,  the  composer  of  “Louise,”  is 
not  only  a musician  of  exceptional  creative  powers,  but 
he  is  also  a philanthropist  — a philanthropist  in  art. 
He  believes  that  art  belongs  to  the  people  at  large, 
that  it  came  from  the  people  and  must  return  to  them, 
if  it  is  to  live  and  prosper,  and  if  the  people  are  to  de- 
velop to  their  fullest  potentiality.  He  maintains  that 
art  should  be  as  free  to  all  as  is  science,  and  it  is  to 
accomplish  this  that  he  has  striven  for  many  years. 
He  has  chosen,  as  his  means  of  accomplishing  this 
effectual  pojrularizing  of  art,  the  organizing  of  fStes, 
at  which  some  young  girl  is  crowned  Muse  of  the  fete, 
she  being  chosen  by  her  associates.  It  is  this  kind  of 
fete  which  he  introduces  in  the  third  act  of  “Louise.” 
He  thus  outlines  his  plan:  “What  I propose  is  a ffite 
of  the  muses,  a popular  fete  in  the  true  sense  of  the 
word.  Wherever  I have  organized  fetes,  at  Paris  or 
in  the  Provinces,  I have  beheld  the  sentiment  of  the 
crowd  reveal  itself  as  powerfully  artistic  and  power- 
fully inspiring.  An  inspiration  passes  from  the  muse 
to  her  companions,  to  her  famil3^  to  her  friends,  to  the 
entire  population  of  a city;  a profound  impression, 
salutary  and  fruitful,  remains  graven  on  their  hearts. 
The  muse  is  the  personification  of  the  people,  the 
glorification  of  work  by  its  own  workmen  in  all  it  con- 
tains which  is  human,  amiable,  smiling,  and  ideal. 
The  muse  symbolizes  the  idea  which  makes  it  possible 
for  the  humble  to  feel  the  nobility  of  daily  labor. 

“To  attain  this  result,  perfect  communion  of  the  muse 
with  the  throng  is  necessary.  If  is  needful  that  she 
should  come  from  the  ranks  of  the  toilers,  and  that,  her 
role  terminated,  she  should  re-enter  their  ranks.  She 
must  be  a genuine  working  girl  and  not  a figurante. 

“Louise”  is  the  life  of  the  working  folk  of  Paris,  and 
particularly  of  the  working  folk  and  artists  who  live  on 
Montmartre,  that  “hill  whereon  is  found  all  that  is  best 
and  all  that  is  worst  in  Paris.”  Charpentier  himself  tells 
of  the  inspiration  which  led  to  the  creation  of  this,  his 
masterpiece.  He  says:  “In  ‘Louise’  I have  translated 
an  epoch  in  my  own  existence.  I have  tried  to  make  of 
Louise  the  youth  of  all  us  poets  and  artists;  to  depict 
the  dreams  and  enthusiasms  of  our  young  manhood, 
when  we  dream  of  conquering  the  immense  city  and 
the  heart  of  the  girl  who  lives  near  by,  and  who  now  and 
then  draws  her  window  curtain  to  let  pass  a smile. 
‘Louise’  is  the  real  life  of  the  little  world  of  the  humble, 
of  the  suffering,  of  the  hard-working,  of  which  most 
people  get  only  the  casual  glance  of  the  passer-by.  It 
is  the  gaze  of  the  envious  riveted  on  the  city  of  joy.  I 
love  this  life  which  surrounds  me,  this  life  of  the  street 
and  of  the  humble.  I feel  it  profoundly  lyric.  At  cer- 
tain moments  of  great  emotion  I behold  it  traversed 
by  lightning,  by  a mighty  current  of  marvelous  fairy- 
like beauty.  I have  tried  to  transfer  this  emotion  to  my 
art.  I have  not  described  (as  the  critics  pretend).  I 
have  translated  it  into  my  own  language, — music.”
